The mystery surrounding John Doe 
the mystery man has been .solved, and 
• he is now no longer a nameless inmate 
of the asylum at Elein. 

Shortly after he was adjudged insane 
the sheriff of Lake county took him to 
Elgin, and at that time it was thought 
that 'all. hope of identifying him was 
past. But after only two days' at the 
asylum the unexpected happened. He 
came to himself and was able to talk 
and tell, all about it 

When he was taken to the asylum 
physicians registered his name as "John 
Doe" and pronounced the cose as 
amnesia and aphasia, a mystifying 

. illness. 

He was placed in bed immediately. 
Thursday evening at 7:30 o'clock he 
-fell from the bed to the floor. Rush- 
ing from the room, he dashed into the 
administration building with his eyes 
almost bulging from their sockets and 
shouted: 

•'My God where am I?" 

Hospital authorities questioned him 
and the victim told. them his name.was 
Richard.Geise of Milwaukee, where he 
said he lived at 691 Nineteenth street 
with his wife and was employed as a 

mechanic. 

Without a job, he explained he had 
left Milwaukee" in search of work. He 
remembered himself as falling. From 
that moment on, his mind became an 
utter blank. "When picked up at. the 
Frazier farm he could not tell anything', 
about himself. His case wbb clearly 
one of amne-ia and aphasia, a condi- 
tion in which the mind does not func- 
tion, brought on generally through an 
accident which has broken the link.^ 

When the second fall occurred, the 
trouble caused bv the first was righted. 
His mind became clear, and leaped 
acroBs the hiatud. 

Dr. It. T. Hitton, superintendent of 
the state hospital, at' once took up 
Geise'a case with the Waukegan au- 
thorities, and said that undoubtedly 
Geise could be released in a few days. 
The patient Is entirely normal now, ap- 
parently. 

Geise's wife was notified immediate- 
ly, for it was assumed that she would 
be greatly worried over having heard 
nothing from her husband since his 
accident. 

For days after he had been picked 
up at Hickory Corners where he was 
wandering about. Geise waB In a state 
of mind where he would not utter a 
word and When asked to write, he 
would merely write the same things 
which Sheriff Griffin and others wrote 
to him. He at first was considered; a 
mute but laW officers felt sure some- 
thing^ had happened which made him 
temporarily insane. The report from 
Elgin showing his mind has cleared 
thus shjowB a most unusual climax to 
Lake county -s most puzzling insanity 
case*

According, to latest new from Archie 
Card; a former Xake Villa boy he is 
now a dispatch bearer somewhere in 
France He was but fifteen years of 
ago when he enlisted to help catch Villa 
n'1916. 

The letter says: 

/•I am very well and happy but of 
course I will be more happy'iwhen I get 
orders to start for the good old United 
States. I do not think it will be long. 
There are many rumors 'in regard to 
the First division going back, and I 
think we would have gone but for the 
advance the Germans- .'made on the. 
British. Just the >ame f there are 
rumors all over FranWthat. the First 
division is going back before long and I 

think we will. ; 

I am not in the infantry how-»thatis 
for a while anyway. But I am doing 
my bit I go up to the front quite 
often with important maps and papers. 
So you. Bee I am no war dodger. I am 
still with the intelligence section driv- 
ing a motorcycle. I have'hopes' of a 
better position, driving an auto but I 
am not sure of it. it means more pay 
if I get it. 

This morning an American officer 
captured a German soldier and on his 
way back he' was seriously wounded by 
a shrapnel. . The prisoner was wound- 
ed Bllghtly. He bandaged up the offi- 
cer the beBt he could and made him 
comfortable. Then he left him and 
found some U. S. boys whom he took 
to the officer and they carried him in. 
So you soo they are not all bad. He 
had all he could eat at our mess this 
noon. I gave him some tobacco. I am 
sending his shoulder strops from, his 
coat, which he insisted upon giving me 
in' exchange for the tobacco. 

He had not had anything to- eat for 
five days and when we asked him why 
he did not escape when he -had the 
chance he replied he had heard how 
the Americans treated prisoners and 
was quite' willing to become one.

In an extremely Iso- 
lated position, Bnracoa can only be 
reached from other parts of the repub- 
lic by water communication. The near- 
est railroad terminal on the north 
coast Is Antllla (NIpe bay), and from 
here one Is forced to take one of the 
coastal steamers of the Empresa Nn- 
vlcra de Cuba In order to get to one's 
destination, writes Theodore de Booy, 
In. the Bulletin of the Pan- American 
Union. The trip to Barncon can also 
be made from the south coast by em- 
barking at either Santiago de Cuba or 
' Calraanera on the return voyage of the 
coastal steamer. 

Baracoa Is the oldest existing set- 
tlement In Cuba, and It was In 1512, 
two years before the first building was 
erected In Santiago de Cuba, that the 
conqulstadores laid out the plans for 
the present town. That Columbus vis- 
ited the harbor of Baracoa when he 
coasted the northern shore of Cuba on 
his first voyage Is almost certain, and 
the admiral undoubtedly observed the 
prominent table mountain, El Yunque 
(the anvil), which dominates the har- 
bor and can be seen for miles. It Is 
claimed, In fact, that It wns Columbus 
himself who named this peak El Yun- 
que from Its strong resemblance to an 
anvil, but this Is more a matter of locnl 
legend than of accurate historical rec- 
ord. Rising to a height of over 1,800 
feet, the "Anvil" Is easily visible for 
80 or more miles and forms an excel- 
lent landmark for mnrlners approach- 
ing tills part of the Cubnn const. Zoo- 
logically, El Yunque offers one of the 
best fields In Cuba and one which has 
remained practically unexplored ; since 
the days of the noted Cuban naturalist 
Gundlach, who explored the summit 
In 1850, we do not believe that this 
peak has been Investigated. 

Harbor Has Bad Reputation. 
The town of Baracoa Itself Is situ- 
ated on the shores of one of the most 
picturesque bays In Cuba. While the 
harbor offers a safe shelter to vessels 
during the greater port of the year, it 
Is exposed to northeasterly gales and 
In consequence has a bad reputation 
with masters of sailing vessels. No 
tugboat fcelng avallnble, craft which 
have to depend on sails alone have 
considerable difficulty In leaving the 
harbor owing to Its narrow mouth, 
and with strong northeasterly winds 
their* departure bccnmes an Impos- 
sibility. Baracoa has a population of 
nbout six thousand people,, nnd Judg- 
ing from the stately buildings which 
can still be found must undoubtedly 
have lost a great deal of Its former 
Importance. 

Perhaps the most Important Indus- 
try of Bnracoa liself Is a coconut-oil 
fnctory where, the coconuts from the 
' neighboring plantations ore crushed in 
order to extrnct the oil from the ker- 
nels. Another export of Bnrncon con- 
sists of wnx. gathered from the wild 
bees that have built hives In the un- 
ci enred parts of the country. These 
hives are located by professional wax 
hunters, who scale seemingly lrapos-' 
slble rocks to secure their prize. Not 
infrequently the bees build their store- 
houses, In the entrnnces of the lime- 
stone caves with which. the country- 
Fide abounds, and In consequence vis- 
iting nrcheologlsts to this region mny 
do well to remember that wax hunters 
will often be able to tell of caves which 
are unknown to the other Inhabitants. 
In' many of these caves one Is likely tt 
find aboriginal remains and artifacts of 
great archeologlcnl value. • 

Mata and the Yumuri. 
The first village of importance to 
the eastward of Baracoa Is Mata. This 
Is a calling statloa 'for the banana 
steamers coming to Barncon, and from 
hero lurgc quantities!} of this fruit, 
gathered from the surrounding coun- 
try, nro exported. Mata Itself is but 
a small villoge of perhnps thirty 
, houses ; its harbor is too shallow to al- 
low steamers to anchor and In conse- 
quence the bananas ore carried off In 
lighters to the collecting steamer 
which lies some distance offshore. 
From Mata to the mouth of the Yu- 
muri river the rond follows the bench 
more or less, wherens .the road from 
'Baracoa to Mntn allows no view of 
the sen. While in places progress is 
somewhat Impeded by the heavy snnd, 
the. road from Mntn to the Yiimurl 
ferry mnkes up In beauty what It lacks 

In convenience! 
The Yumuri river— aud It should be 




noted that Cuba boastB of two; Yumuri 
rivers, the other one being found near 
Matanzns In the center of the Island — 
hns n width of nbout two hundred 
ynrdB at the mouth with, In all seasons 
excepting the rainy season, a depth of 
not over three feet This lack of depth 
is due to snnd bnnks which form in the 
mouth of the river, thanks to the heavy 
swell which deposits lurge quantities 
of coraline sand. Some short distance 
from the mouth can be found a large 
ferry which carries the traveler and 
his horse to the other shore. There be- 
ing no carriage roads between Baracoa 
and MaiBi, there Is of course no neces- 
sity "for a' bridge or for a ferry large 
enough to transport vehicles. 

To all . who have traveled In the 
West Indies, the mouth of the Yumuri 
river must forever linger In their 
memory as perhnps the most pictur- 
esque spot visited. With towering 
bnnks on either side, the Yumuri 
wends Its penceful course townrd the 
sen, protected ns It were' by the deep 
ennyon It has cut for Itself during un- 
told centuries. The very walls of this 
ennyon are covered with verdure, with 
hero and there n snow-white 6pot of 
limestone to show the underlying 
foundntlon nnd to relieve 'the green 
monotony. 

On the Plateau. 
The ferry once crossed, the path as- 
cends the tableland In a dizzy zigzag 
which nt times puts a great fear Into 
the traveler's heart, especially so If 
his horse should hnppen to be stumble- 
footed. The tnblelnnd Is fully 800 feet 
above the level of the sen and stretches 
from the banks of the Yumuri east to 
the shores of Cape Mnlsl. Perhaps 
the first thing thnt will strike the new- 
comer Is the cool nights on this pla- 
tenu. When Bnrncon nnd the rest of 
the Cubnn .republic nre smothering un- 
der the hent of a tropical sun, ..this 
tableland Is Invariably cool, nnd the 
nights nre such that u blanket not only 
Is n comfort butf'nn actual necessity. 
The cold winds coming from the At- 
lantic through the Windward passage 
between Cuba and Hnytl are responsi- 
ble for this phenomenon nnd nre nlso 
responsible for the destructive storinB 
which occnslonnlly visit this region. 

The entire tnblelnnd consists of n 
coraline limestone formntlon covered^ 
with the typical red clay resulting" 
from the decomposing rock. The Innd, 
while of course very rocky, Is Idcnllj" 
suited for the cultivation of bananas 
and coffee, and the agriculture of these 
parts consists almost solely of these 
two commodities. A limited number of 
horses nnd cnttle nre nlso raised 
throughout this region nnd the horses 
rank among the best that can be found 
In Cubn. At certain times of the yenr 
the ronds nnd woods nre .fairly covered 
with the ripe guava fruit, so much so, 
in fact, that the odor of the decompos- 
ing fruit becomes offensive. Alligator 
penrs also cense, to be n luxury In n 
lnnd where every tenth tree In the 
woods hears this fruit nnd where one 
ha? to be careful* when the penrs nre 
In senson, not to slip on the ripe peurs 
which are senttered underfoot. 

From Snbnna Grnnde to the enst, 
the tnblelnnd of Mnlsl Is known ns Ln 
Grnn Tlerrn de Maya (the great lund 
of Maya), thus named after the Mnyn 
river which finds Its source here. It Is 
here thnt extensive plnntntions nre 
found, where coffee nnd bananas are 
raised* nnd It is here thnt In nborlglnnl 
times the Indians must have had their 
favorable nbode. 

The Inhabitants of the Grnn Tlerrn 
de Maya live In a -manner which can 
only be compared to that of the pntrl- 
nrchs of" old. Each fin en (farm) Is self- 
supporting, and It Is but seldom thnt 
the proprietor seeks" the busier marts 
of Bnrncon. Where n lavish nature 
provides palms, which supply not only 
wood for- the house but nlso roof cov- 
ering, food nnd clothing, nnd calabash 
trees, : whlch go far toward filling a 
want for 1 kitchen utensils: where 
guinea grass grows like weeds and fur- 
nishes a never-falling supply of fodder 
for cattle and horses ; where fruits nre 
found In. wild lnvlsliness nnd the small- 
est cultivated patch will sustnln n 
lnrge family 'and where, lastly, a half 
acre of coffee bushes will keep a 
Cuban supplied with enough pocket 
money to have funds to lose on the 
outcome of a cock fight— the favorite 
outdoor sport of Cuba in general and, 
of this region In particular— It Is no 
wonder that the Inhabitant • of the 
Gran Tlerrn de Mnyn does not wan- 
der far from his native heath. 



ItocUford, 111., July 31— Brent Dow 
Alllnson left for Fort Leavenworth pris- 
on to serve a ID-year sentence. He 
was found guilty, by a cqurt-iiuirtlar 
at Camp Grant of resisting the United 
States army draft, lie was originally 
sentenced for life. This sentence, how- 
ever, was commuted lo 15 years. Col. 
Charles It. Ilowlaiulof the Three Hun- 
dred and Forty-third infantry presided 
us president of the court-martial. 

The sentencing of Alllnson, pacifist, 
theorist, "advanced thinker" and ego- 
tist, came as the conclusion to some 
six months of dubious publicity given 
the collegian. His case attracted at- 
tention ln Chicago, first because of his 
'parents, Mr. ami Mrs. T. W. Alllnson, 
head of the Henry Booth Settlement 
House. ' His 'eccentricities were re- 
garded originally as the theoretical vu- 
porlngs of n misguided youth. Allln- 
son's persistence, however, In "defy- 
ing" the theories of the war, soon 
placed a more serious light on it. 

In April Alllnson was culled to serv- 
ice. He was at the time scheduled to 
take a clerkship with the American le- 
gation ln Berne, Switzerland. The 
young man's pacifist utterances cost 
iilm that berth, however. . These ut- 
terances were otherwise overlooked by 
the government. He was "let alone" 
and summoned to report nt Camp 
Grant on April 2. He failed to report. 
He became forthwith classed, tech- 
nically, a deserter. The 24 hours 
leave allowance likewise expired and 
Alllnson became a fugitive from mili- 
tary Inw. 

While Chicago draft .boards were 
stirring matters up concerning the 
young, man, Alllnson popped up In 
Washington. He appealed there ns a 
conscientious objector to bo allowed to 
Join some non-combatant section of 
the nrmy. For a time his appeal 
seemed on the verge of being granted. 
But when the facts came out It was 
seen that Alllnson had failed to land. 
After much discussion by the young 
theorist he was sent to Camp Grant. 
Here he was given his final chance, 
that of submitting to the draft law 
nnd entering the army. He* refused 
this chance, standing by his original 
Idea that "war was wrong" and thnt 
n man utterly opposed to the killing of 
other men— Germans or not— should 
be allowed to remain behind the firing 
line. He was placed In the guardhouse 
pending his court-martial. All efforts 
to turn young AlIlnson*H opinion In the 
mutter failed. At his court-martial the 
young objector "defended" himself. 
Ills defense earned him a life sen- 
tence.,

nbout daylight* came the barrage. It 
was a pretty big thing— the biggest we 
ever heard. The time came for tho 
charge and. we pushed out. 

"A few~of our boys were too anxious 
nnd they got so close to the barrage 
that they were hurt. My pal was 
struck by a shell beside me." 

Again lie stopped and this time there 
were tears In his eyes and a lump was 
working In his throat. There was si- 
lence for a moment, then he ^vcnt on : 

"We were advancing" toward Hamel 
village and had to go over one slope, 
then down Into a little valley nnd up 
another hill. We got along all right, 
but down In the valley there was a lot 
of barbed wire that held us up some. 
I know I got caught, hot not for very 
long. / . 

"Our men were fighting like any- 
thing nnd killing a lot of Bodies who 
were In the trenches and shell holes. 
A good many of the Germans were 
yelling 'Karaerad,* and surrendering 
too. 

"Two of the Bodies came running 
up to me with their hands over their 
heads. I^dldn't know what to do With 
them, but an officer came along and 
sent them to the rear. 

Wounded, but Killed Two. 

"Then we went on and had about 
reached our objective when something 
hit me In the leg nnd I went down. I 
tried to get up but my leg wouldn't let 
me and I was dizzy. While I was on 
my knee I saw two Bodies charging at 
me with fixed bayonets. I had the 
butt of my rifle resting on tho ground, 
niy finger on the trigger, nnd I fired 
when they were nbout ten yards away. 
One of them fell over dead, but the 
other kept on coming nnd wns on me 
before I could throw In a fresh cart- 
ridge. 

"Then I knew I had to fight him 
with the bayonet like a man. So I 
got to my feet somehow, nnd as he 
Jabbed at me with his bayonet I par- 
ried It with my rifle and then swung 
the rifle to' his head as hard as I 
could, s The blow broke his skull and 
lie went down. 

"That's all I remember until I woke 
up and found a chum beside me. Ho 
had gone out and brought me back." 

That finished the personal' story of 
this boy who had fought and killed and 
been wounded, but he had something 
else which wns much on his mind. 
After much hesitation it finally came 
out. 

"I wonder If my little glrlat home 
Is happy," he said anxiously, referring 
to his sweetheart In Chicago. The 
correspondent told him she certainly 
would be very hnppy and proud to 
know how well he hnd done. 

"I hope she will be," he responded 
thoughtfully, nnd then added: 

"Would It be too much trouble for 
you to drop her Just a line to let her 
know that I am all right? I don't 
know vhen I shall have a chance to 
write." 

Thnt letter will go Immediately, but 
pending Us arrival the girl In Chicago 
should know thnt he Is wounded, but, 
as he himself snys, all right. Appar- 
ently,' his wound Is not serious.

Oulchy Falls at Last. 
"With the French Army ln France. 
July 27.— With the capture of the 
town of Oulchy-le-Chateau the allies 
are nenrlng the summit of tho plateau 
overlooking Fere-cn-Tanlonols. Fur* 
ther north the capture of Vtllemon- 
tolre was effected after fighting of the 
most despernte chnracter ln the 
streets and In the deep caverns near- 

hy. 

The allies took four pieces of ar- 
tillery and many hundred prisoners. 

To the east of Reims the French, 
under General Gouraud, have recov- 
ered vlrtunlly the entire line of nd- 
vaaced posts which they abandoned 
when the Germans made their first 
onslaught on the night of July 14. 
The famous Main de Masslges, which 
mnrked the eastern extremity of the 
German offensive line, is again ln al- 
lied possession. 

Everywhere this region Is covered 
with German bodies which the enemy 
hns been unable to bury since he suf- 
fered such terrific losses from the al- 
lied nrtlllery when he was concentrat- 
ing his assault on the French line. 
Allies Push Ahead. 
Paris, July 2G.— Franco-American 
troops made an advance of nearly two 
miles at certain points on tho Alsne- 
Ma'rne front, notably In the Dormnns 
region, says the war office. Addltlona 
gains are reported, showing, the prog- 
ress of the allies In this salient is 
steadily going on. 

French troops are now within three 
miles of Fere-cn-Tnrdenols. The town 
Is being heavily shelled and bombed 
by entente allied air squadrons. 

Th Americans also are moving on 
Fere-cn-TardenoIs advancing north 
and northeast, of Chateau Thierry. 

The entire Itelms-Solssons pocket Is 
now under heavy shell Are from 
French, American nnd British guns. 

With the British and French advanc- 
ing west of Reims and the French and 
Americans driving ahead on the east- 
ern side of tho salient, the position of 
'the enemy on the front south .of the 
Alsne may be said to hav»j become un- 
tenable for tho Gennan army.
